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THE  GOSPEL 

By  President  Harlan  W.  Clark 

We  frequently  speak  of  the  "gospel".  We  preach  the  gospel,  we  say 
the  gospel  has  been  restored,  we  have  testimonies  of  the  truth  of  the 
gospel,  the  gospel  changes  people's  lives,  men  would  give  up  their  lives  for 
the  gospel.  From  this  frequent  reference  in  our  speech,  the  gospel  must 
be  something  indeed  extraordinary  and  marvellous.  What  is  it  all  about? 
What  actually  is  this  thing  that  so  pervades  our  speech,  our  thinking, 
indeed  our  very  lives? 

Paul's  classical  definition  is  that  the  gospel  is  "the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth."  It  would  be  difficult  to  find 
fault  with  that  statement.  Another  great  servant  of  the  Lord  God,  Presi- 
dent Joseph  F.  Smith,  the  father  of  today's  prophet,  wrote  of  the  gospel  as 
follows: 

"The  gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  embraces  all  the  laws 
and  ordinances  necessary  for  the  salvation  of  man  ...  In  the 
theological  sense,  the  gospel  means  more  than  just  the  tidings  of 
good  news,  with  accompaning  joy  to  the  souls  of  men.  for  it  em- 
braces every  principle  of  eternal  truth.  There  is  no  fundamental 
principle,  or  truth,  anywhere  in  the  universe,  that  is  not  embraced 
in  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  it  is  not  confined  to  the  simple 
first  principles,  such  as  faith  in  God.  repentance  from  sin.  baptism 
for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  the  laying  on  of  hands  for  the  gift 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  although  these  are  absolutely  essential  to  salva- 
tion and  exaltation  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

"The  laws  known  to  man  as  the  'laws  of  nature',  through  which 
the  earth  and  all  things  on  it  are  governed,  as  well  as  the  laws  which 
prevail  throughout  the  entire  universe,  through  which  heavenly 
bodies  are  controlled  and  to  which  they  are  obedient  in  all  things, 
are  all  circumscribed  and  included  in  the  gospel.  Every  natural  law 
or  scientific  principle  that  man  has  truly  discovered,  but  which  was 
always  known  to  God,  is  a  part  of  the  gospel  truth.  There  never 
was  and  never  will  be  any  conflict  between  truth  revealed  by  the 
Lord  to  his  servants,  the  prophets,  and  truth  revealed  by  Him  to  the 
scientists,  who  makes  his  discoveries  through  his  research  and 
study". 

(Gospel  Doctrine,  pp.  KM,  105) 
The  gospel,  then,   is  simply  the  truth  —  the  truth  concerning  every 
aspect  of  our  life  here  the  truth  as  to  our  life  prior  to  our  birth,  and  the 
truth  about  what  lies  in  store  for  us  in  the  eternities  to  come. 

"Tell  it  like  it  is,"  is  the  plea  of  an  agitated  generation  of  our 
youth.  There  are  many  who  would  "junk"  all  the  old  and  established  laws, 
rules,  customs,  tradition,  patriotism,  religious  and  moral  scruples,  and 
governments.  The  world  has  changed,  they  say.  They  must  find  themselves 
and  adjust  our  whole  society  to  the  demands  of  the  new  "enlightened 
generation".  And  so,  the  so-called  "new  morality",  the  "generation  gap", 
the  protests,  demonstrations,  and  violence  emerge  to  torment  youth  and 
"the  establishment"  in  the  attempted  upheaval. 

If  only  our  agitated  young  people  —  and  mature  adults  as  well  — 
could  see  that  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  entire  outline  and  plan  of 
life  "like  it  is."  —  from  the  beginning  and  continuing  on  through  the 
eternities!  It  is  the  one  constant,  immovable,  unalterable  bulwark  in  a 
changing  world.  Never  in  all  the  history  of  the  world  have  so  many 
depended  on  the  saving  knowledge  of  so  few.  (With  apologies  to  Winston 
Churchill).  Latter-day  Saints,  numbering  less  than  one  per  cent  of  the 
world's  population,  have  the  awesome  responsibility  of  bringing  the  gospel 
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message  to  the  "ninety  and  nine'.  Part  of  the  problems  of  the  world  bavc 
arisen  because  of  imperfect,  distorted  and  false  ideas  as  to  God,  religion 
and  the  gospel.  We  have  perfect  knowledge  as  far  as  it  has  been  revealed 
to  man. 

God  has  spoken  in  our  day  and  lifted  the  veil  of  darkness  which  had 
enshrouded  the  earth  for  so  many  centuries.  The  gospel  in  its  fullness  has 
been  restored  to  us  through  our  prophets.  The  charge  has  been  laid  heavy 
upon  us  to  carr\  the  message  to  our  fellow  men.  Missionaries,  Latter-day 
Saints,  old  and  young,  all  recipients  of  the  fullness  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  should  and  must  share  in  the  urgent  and  compelling  necessity  of 
bringing  like  blessings  to  the  good  and  noble  men  of  the  earth  as  in- 
structed by  our  Saviour  and  his  prophets.  The  restored  gospel  message 
would  still  the  fires  of  rebellion  smoldering  in  the  hearts  of  our  youth  and 
bring  lasting  peace  and  happiness  to  all  people  everywhere. 

God  grant  that  we  may,  through  increased  devotion  and  determination 
to  apply  every  principle  of  the  gospel  in  our  lives,  be  instrumental  in 
bringing  the  gospel  message  to  an  ever  increasing  number  of  his  children.

In  my  life  I  have  had  the  great 
blessing  of  travelling  widely  over 
the  face  of  the  earth,  including 
several  safaris  and  a  number  of 
visits  in  Africa. 

Once  in  Northern  Rhodesia(  now 
known  as  Zambia)  I  met  the  chief 
of  police  of  the  city  of  Lusaka, 
who  had  learned  that  I  was  interest- 
ed in  collecting  a  roan  antelope. 
He  arranged  to  take  us  in  several 
jeeps  to  a  ranch  about  100  miles 
away  where  we  might  find  a  roan. 

It  was  a  hot,  dusty,  sultry  day. 
and  the  going  was  very  difficult  on 
the  poor  roads.  Towards  evening, 
still  a  short  distance  from  the  ranch 
house  where  we  were  heading,  our 
jeep  broke  down.  The  young  ranch 
foreman  came  to  help  us.  and  we 
arrived  safely,  to  be  greeted  at  the 
ranch  house  by  his  young  bride 
who  immediately  offered  us  a  wel- 
come drink.  "We  have  anything 
you  want  except  water,"  she  said 
with  a  smile.  "Water  is  very  dan- 
gerous to  drink  out  here  unless  it 
is  throughly  boiled."  "I'd  prefer  an 
orangeade,"  I  said. 

By  noon  the  next  day  we  had  a 
fine  roan  antelope.  After  a  lovely 
meal  prepared  by  the  young  lady 
of  the  house,  I  sat  alone  with  her 
at  the  table,  talking.  She  said.  "Mr. 
Mabcy,  where  did  you  say  you  are 
from?" 

"I  am  from  Utah,  but  most  peo- 
ple in  Africa  don't  know  where 
Utah  is  located.  Utah  is  some  700 
miles    inland  from  California. 

"Yes,  I  know,"  she  said.  "What 
part  of  Utah  are  you  from?" 

"Salt  Lake  City." 

"Is  Salt  Lake  City  beautiful?" 
she  asked. 


"It  is  a  very  beautiful  city,"  I 
replied. 

She  said,  "Have  you  ever  seen 
the   Mormon  Temple?" 

"I  walk  by  the  temple  almost 
every  day,"  I  said. 

She  asked,  "Have  you  ever  been 
in  the  temple?" 

"Yes,"  I  answered,  "I  have  been 
in  the  temple  many  times.  I  am  a 
Mormon  bishop." 

Tears  filled  her  eyes.  She  arose, 
ran  into  her  bedroom,  and  return- 
ed shortly  with  a  book  wrapped  up 
in  a  silk  scarf.  It  was  a  Book  of 
Mormon.  She  told  me  that  many 
years  ago  when  she  was  a  little  girl 
in  Cape  Town,  South  Africa,  her 
mother  had  studied  with  the  mis- 
sionaries but  had  not  joined  the 
Church.  The  young  lady,  however, 
later  did.  After  her  marriage  to  a 
New  Zealander  she  had  moved  to 
this  ranch.  She  had  not  seen  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Church  for  a  long,  long 
time,  and  she  was  overjoyed  that  I 
had  come. 

There  we  were  — the  only  two 
Mormons  within  a  thousand  miles 
—  and  we  had  met  on  an  isolated 
ranch  in  the  darkest  part  of  Africa. 

Once  again  I  learned  how  im- 
portant it  is  that  we  always  live  our 
religion.  If  one  wanted  to  hide  from 
his  religion.  I  suppose  he  could  not 
find  a  better  place  than  in  central 
Africa,  and  yet.  there  I  met  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Church. 

The  world  is  not  big  enough  for 
any  member  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  to 
find  a  place  where  he  can  hide 
from  the  responsibilities  of  his 
membership.

Sunday  evening  I  was  late  for  church.  It  was  only  a  few  minutes,  and 
I  had  a  good  excuse,  but  I  felt  painfully  guilty.  It  seemed  as  if  everyone 
in  the  congregation  turned  to  look  at  me  or  at  least  wanted  to.  Of  course, 
the  main  accuser  was  my  conscience  and,  whether  or  not  anyone  else 
noticed.  I  was  very  uncomfortable  inside. 

My  excuse  was  that  I  had  a  phone  call  at  the  very  last  moment  but 
I  would  have  been  on  my  way  before  the  phone  rang  had  I  been  on  time. 
The  call  only  delayed  me  more.  If  I  had  started  getting  ready  a  little 
earlier.  I  would  not  have  nicked  myself  with  the  razor  or  lost  a  cuff  link 
under  the  bed.  It  takes  time  to  hurry. 

And  this  was  not  the  first  time  I  had  been  late  for  church,  and  this 
made  twice  in  one  month.  "That  could  become  a  habit."  I  told  myself. 

I  know  how  nice  it  is  to  be  five  or  ten  minutes  early  for  meetings,  so 
I  can  enter  the  chapel  leisurely  and  reverently.  I  do  not  enjoy  being 
swept  in  on  the  last-minute  rush,  miss  the  greeting  of  the  bishopric  at  the 
door  and  then  have  people  shove  over  to  give  me  a  seat.  Perhaps  that*s 
why  I  felt  "shook",  as  the  kids  say.  to  be  tardy  at  Sacrament  meeting. 

The  humiliation  was  still  upon  me  as  I  climbed  into  bed,  and  1  rolled 
and  tossed  remembering  that  I  had  not  done  my  home  teaching  for  the 
month.  In  fact.  I  thought  of  several  things  I  had  put  off;  also  of  the 
merit  of  promptness  and  the  sin  of  tardiness.  Would  you  like  to  plug  in 
on  some  of  the  conclusions  that  came  into  my  mind? 

Time,  like  a  talent,  is  granted  to  man,  to  be  his  companion  and  his 
servant.  If  he  does  not  use  it  wisely,  he  will  lose  it.  Then  why  should 
man  become  its  slave?  Time  is  precious  only  to  those  who  know  its  value, 
and  to  learn  its  true  value  is  one  of  the  great  lessons  of  life. 

To  waste  one's  own  time  is  harmful,  while  to  waste  the  time  of 
others  is  always  offensive.  Being  late  for  a  meeting,  we  sometimes  reason, 
is  quite  unimportant  because  our  presence  is  of  consequence  only  to  our- 
selves. But  we  disturb  the  audience,  those  who  preside,  the  speaker,  and 
other  participants,  and  most  of  all  we  disturb  the  spirit  of  the  meeting. 
Also,  no  one  is  exempt  from  being  an  example  —  to  family,  acquaintances, 
one's  Sunday  School  class,  to  "outsiders".  Any  meeting,  large  or  small, 
which  we  should  attend  is  an  appointment,  and  we  should  honour  that 
appointment.  Horace  Mann,  the  great  American  educator,  said.  "Unfaith- 
fulness in  the  keeping  of  an  appointment  is  an  act  of  clear  dishonesty.  You 
may  as  well  borrow  a  person's  money  as  his  time." 

Late  home  teaching  or  Relief  Society  teaching  is  a  form  of  tardiness. 
There  are  so  many  merits  in  getting  at  it  early,  and  yet  some  of  us  who 
count  ourselves  mature  in  our  thinking  and  acting,  continually  punish 
ourselves,  torment  our  supervisors,  worry  our  bishop  by  "putting-off". 

Another  form  of  tardiness  is  lateness  in  making  preparation  for 
assignments  and  lessons.  Experience  has  verified  the  truth  that  the  teacher 
or  speaker  should  be  prepared  early,  in  order  that  the  subconscious  mind 
might  have  a  chance  to  aid  in  giving  value,  order,  and  colour  to  the 
subject.  Is  the  teacher  true  to  himself,  to  his  calling,  to  his  class,  who 
unnecessarily  waits  until  the  last  minute  to  prepare  his  material?  Is  he  not 
robbing  the  spirit  he  seeks?  Happy  is  the  prepared  instructor  who  can  in 
serenity  worship  with  the  congregation  through  the  preliminary  exercises, 
feeling  that  when  class  time  comes  he  is  qualified  and  worthy  to  receive 
the  fullness  of  inspiration! 

Late  reports  are  a  nightmare  to  some  clerks  and  secretaries,  and  this 
is,  more  often  then  not.  aggravated  by  the  late  reporting  of  others.  Is  it

Wc  see  a  great  number  of  people 
joining  the  Church  today.  In  fact. 
the  number  of  converts  for  last  year 
totalled  70.000  compared  to  54.606 
children  who  were  baptized  into  the 
church.  Why  are  there  so  many 
people  joining  the  Church 7  Why 
should  they  join  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
when  there  are  so  many  other 
churches    in    the    world    today? 

The  answer  is  that  they  are  look- 
ing for  the  Truth!  People  find  the 
truth  and  it  changes  their  lives  — 
they  become  happy.  When  you  see 
70.000  people  come  into  the  Church 
through  conversions  you  definitely 
can  see  that  they  are  confused 
about   their   own   beliefs. 

What  happened  to  the  Truth  that 
existed  upon  the  earth  over  1900 
years  ago? 

TEN    EVIDENCES    OF    THE 
APOSTASY 

(1)  About  225  A.D.  the  origi- 
nal form  of  baptism  was  changed; 
sprinkling  was  introduced,  fol- 
lowed by   infant  baptism. 

(2)  Tithing,  no  longer  standing 
as  a  test  of  sincerity,  gave  way  to 
compulsory  tax.  from  which  the 
clergy  was  exempt. 

(3)  The  simple  sacramental 
service  established  by  Jesus  Christ 
was  replaced  by  a  pompous,  cere- 
monial   mass,    including    the    belief 

in  transubstantiation.  meaning 
that  the  physical  emblem  —  the 
bread  and  wine  —  in  some  mysti- 
cal manner  were  transformed  into 
the  actual  flesh  and  blood  of  the 
crucified  Lord. 

(4)  Within  there  or  four  hun- 
dred years  after  Christ's  crucifi- 
xion, the  political  leaders  at  Rome 
as  well  as  those  at  Constantinople 
began  appointing  the  clergy  to  pre- 
side over  the  Christian  Church. 
Finally,  the  emperors  at  Constan- 
tinople gaining  political  authority, 
excommunicated   the   leaders  of  the 


Catholic  organization  at  Rome.  A 
century  later  Rome,  securing  the 
upper  hand,  turned  the  tables  again- 
st the  eastern  church  and  excom- 
municated its  clergy.  This  bitter 
strife  between  the  Greek  Orthodox 
and  the  Latin  Church  continued  un- 
til the  final  break  came  in  1045. 
Each  of  these  large  divisions  today 
claims  authority  from  Peter  and 
Paul. 

(5)  In  the  fifteenth  century  var- 
ious leaders  of  the  Catholic  Church 
began  forgiving  sins  for  money.  In 
many  cases  future  sins  as  well  as 
past  digressions  were  forgiven.  The 
fee  to  the  individual  depended  upon 
the  graveness  of  the  offense  as  well 
as  the  wealth  of  the  pocketbook. 
Within  a  hundred  years  traffic  in 
purchasing  forgiveness  spread  wave- 
like  over  Europe.  Owing  to  the  re- 
ligious boldness  of  the  church 
agents,  known  as  "hawkers  of  the 
indulgences."  the\  as  well  as  the 
heads  of  the  church  and  state  reap- 
ed tremendous  profits  from  the  un- 
hallowed practice. 

"Come.*'  invited  the  German 
agent.  Tetzel.  in  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury, "come,  and  I  will  give  you 
letters  all  properly  sealed.  b\  which 
even  the  sins  that  you  intend  to 
commit  may  be  pardoned  .  .  .  There 
is  no  sin  so  great  that  an  indul- 
gence cannot  remit."  And  he  claim- 
ed to  be  acting  in  "the  name  of 
the  Father.  Son.  and  Holy  Ghost". 

Ironically  ridiculing  this  sacri- 
legious scheme  of  obtaining  funds 
under  false  pretence,  Martin  Luther 
wrote  in  one  of  his  ninety-five 
these  (which  he  boldlv  posted  up- 
on the  church  door),  "that  the  soul 
flies  out  of  purgatory  as  soon  as 
the  money  rattles  in  the  chest." 

(6)  When  Constantine  in  331 
made  Christianity  the  state  reli- 
gion, whole  armies  at  the  emperor's 
urgent  invitation  accepted  baptism. 
These  new.  unconverted  throngs 
brought  with  them  numerous  pagan 
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symbols  and  foreign  rites  that  dis- 
torted the  Christian  form  of  wor- 
ship. Dominating  positions  in  the 
priesthood  were  sold  to  the  highest 
bidder  Christian  or  pagan  alike. 
"Simony."  as  this  practice  was  called 
(Acts  8  :  924)  became  so  corruptive 
that  Pope  Gregory  VII  launched  a 
campaign  against  it. 

(7)  Various  sourcebooks  reveal 
that  there  existed  no  uniformity  of 
opinion  in  the  church  in  regard  to 
celibacy  at  the  close  of  the  fourth 
century.  About  this  time,  however. 
Pope  Sirici  lis  forbade  priests  to 
marry:  moreover,  he  commanded 
those  who  had  married  previous  to 
ordination  to  put  away  their  wives. 
Children  born  to  clergymen  after 
ordination  were  declared  b\  the 
pope  as  well  as  by  Emperor  Justi- 
nian to  be  illegitimate  and  incap- 
able of  inheritance.  This  doctrine, 
however,  was  severely  attacked  by 
the  Greek  Orthodox  Church:  ac- 
cordingly, in  692  the  Council  o( 
Constantinople  condemned  it  as 
heretical. 

Notwithstanding  the  severe  action 
taken  b\  the  Roman  Catholic 
popes  against  the  opposers  of  celi- 
bacy, it  was  several  centuries  be- 
fore the  church  succeeded  in  estab- 
lishing it  at  Rome.  And  this  was 
not  accomplished  until  Pope  Gre- 
gory VII  in  the  eleventh  century  in 
the   face   of   violent    opposition    de- 


posed   all    married    clergv    and    ex- 
communicated  all    lavmen   who   up- 
held  the   churchmen   in   their   rebel- 
lion. 

(X)  During  these  apostate  cen- 
turies of  turmoil  the  church  began 
teaching  that  the  Holy  Trinitv  pos- 
sessed no  "bodies,  parts,  or  pas- 
sions" This  doctrine  dispossesses 
the  Father  and  the  Son  of  then 
resurrected  bodies,  also  the  Hoh 
Ghost   of   his   spiritual   bodv. 

(9)  Baptism  for  the  dead  (I  Cor. 
15:29)  was  perverted.  It  was  re- 
placed by  prayers  of  the  clergy  to 
remove  sinful  souls  from  purgatory. 
Also  the  administration  to  the  sick 
through  faith,  praver.  and  oil  (James 
5:14,  15)  was  corrupted.  In  its  stead 
came  a  final  anointing  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  death  -  the  so-called 
"extreme  unction". 

(10)  As  a  last  resort,  attempting 
to  overcome  internal  rebellions  and 
striving  to  force  conversions,  the 
church  turned  to  the  sword.  As  a 
consequence,  religious  wars  de- 
luged Europe,  killing  a  quarter  of 
a  million  people  and  leaving  reli- 
gious discontent  across  the  civilized 
world. 

Christ's  words,  seemingly,  had 
lost  their  meaning:  "Blessed  are  the 
meek:  lor  thev  shall  inherit  the 
earth."  And  "...  all  thev  thai 
take  the  sword  shall  perish  with 
the  sword." 


cJhe    c) unes    of  LKestitution 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  has  been  restored  in  the  Latter  days  in 
the  year  1830.  From  the  time  of  the  apostasy  the  earth  and  inhabitants 
thereof  have  been  preparing  for  the  restitution  of  all  things.  Even  the 
angels  in  heaven  have  been  awaiting  this  dav.  God  does  communicate  with 
man  in  our  own  time.  He  has  spoken  to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith. 

The  challenge  has  been  given  to  those  that  dwell  upon  the  earth  to 
find  out  if  these  things  are  true.  The  prophet  Moroni  exhorts  us  to  ask 
God  if  these  things  are  true.  Our  duty  is  to  let  all  people  hear  this  storv  : 

Fall  had  come  again.  It  was  Sunday,  a  quiet,  worshipful  dav  for  the 
Smiths.  Here  was  the  Prophet,  almost  eighteen  vears  of  age.  broad- 
shouldered,  six  feet  tall,  standing  readv  for  his  appointment.  Referring  to 
that  significant  Sunday  night.  Oliver  Cowdrev.  who  was  Joseph's  fourth 
cousin,  writes:  "On  the  evening  of  the  21st  of  September.  1823.  previous  to 
retiring  to  rest,  our  brother's  mind  was  unusually  wrought  upon  the  subject 
which  had  so  long  agitated  his  mind  ...  At  length  the  familv  retired  .  .  . 
"Joseph"  ns  usual,  bent  his  waj  through  in  silence,"  to  his  bed.  there  to  be 
drawn  out  in  fervent  praver.  following  the  counsel  o(  James,  "nothing 
wavering".    Oliver   explains   that    long   after   the   accustomed    slumber    had 
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spread  her  refreshing  hand  over  others  beside  him,  he  continued  still  to 
pray  ...  In  this  situation  hours  passed,  how  many  or  how  few,  I  know 
not;  neither  is  he  able  to  inform  me.  but  supposes  it  must  have  been 
eleven  or  twelve  or  later,  as  the  noise  and  bustle  of  the  family,  in  retiring, 
had  long  since  cease." 

"After  I  had  retired  to  m\  bed  for  the  night,"  Joseph  testifies,  "I 
betook  myself  to  prayer  and  supplication  to  Almighty  Ciod  for  forgiveness 
of  all  my  sins  and  follies,  and  also  for  a  manifestation  to  me  that  I 
might  know  of  my  state  and  standing  before  him;  for  I  had  full  confidence 
in  obtaining  a  divine  manifestation,  as  I  previously  had  one." 

"While  I  was  thus  in  the  act  of  calling  upon  God,  I  discovered  a 
light  appearing  in  my  room,  which  continued  to  increase  until  the  room 
was  lighter  than  at  noonday,  when  immediately  a  personage  appeared  at 
my  bedside,  standing  in  the  air.  for  his  feet  did  not  touch  the  floor. 

"He  had  on  a  loose  robe  of  most  exquisite  whiteness.  It  was  a  white- 
ness beyond  anything  earthly  I  had  ever  seen;  nor  do  I  believe  that  any 
earthly  thing  could  be  made  to  appear  so  exceedingly  white  and  brilliant. 
His  hands  were  naked,  and  his  arms  also,  a  little  above  the  wrists;  so  also, 
were  his  feet  naked,  as  were  his  legs,  a  little  above  the  ankels.  His  head 
and  neck  were  also  bare.  I  could  discover  that  he  had  no  other  clothing 
on  but  his  robe,  as  it  was  open,  so  that  I  could  see  into  his  bosom. 

"Not  only  was  his  robe  exceedingly  white,  but  his  whole  person  was 
glorious  beyond  description,  and  his  countenance  truly  like  lightning.  The 
room  was  exceedingly  light,  but  not  so  very  bright  as  immediately  around 
his  person." 

"When  I  first  looked  upon  him,  I  was  afraid;  but  the  fear  soon  left 
me." 

"He  called  me  by  name,  and  said  unto  me  that  he  was  a  messenger 
sent  from  the  presence  of  God  to  me,  and  that  his  name  was  Moroni;  that 
God  had  a  work  for  me  to  do;  and  that  my  name  should  be  had  for 
good  and  evil  among  all  nations,  kindreds,  and  tongues,  or  that  it  should 
be  both  good  and  evil  spoken  of  among  all  people. 

"He  said  there  was  a  book  deposited,  written  upon  gold  plates,  giving 
an  account  of  the  former  inhabitants  of  this  continent,  and  the  source  from 
whence  they  sprang.  He  also  said  that  the  fulness  of  the  everlasting  Gospel 
was  contained  in  it,  as  delivered  by  the  Saviour  to  the  ancient  inhabitants." 


That  in  the  dispensation  of  the 
fulness  of  times  He  might 
gather  together  in  one  all 
things  in  Christ,  both  which 
are  in  heaven,  and  which  are 
on   earth.

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/  KNEW  COURAGE

(A  Sail  Lake  City  woman's  true  story  about  her  son) 


The  hot  pain  in  m\  chest  burned 
in  a  sharp  contrast  to  the  cold 
fear  that  iced  my  heart.  Here,  in  the 
vast,  lonesome,  black,  interminable 
night,  I  lay  trying  to  make  myself 
face  the  possibility  that  I  had 
cancer. 

As  days  and  fearsome,  sleepless 
nights  of  pain  followed.  I  found 
imself  constantly  thinking  about 
what  it  would  be  like  to  die.  But  it 
was  another  drama,  a  year  earlier. 
that  made  this  thought  more  poig- 
nant. It  wasn't  until  now  that  a  true 
realization  of  the  depth  and  breadth 
of  Greg*s  courage  came  to  me. 

Greg  was  a  big.  handsome,  clean- 
cut  17-year-old.  and  a  fine  runner. 
When  he  had  announced,  five  years 
before,  his  decision  to  follow  a 
family  tradition  of  competing  in 
the  mile  run,  my  heart  sank.  He 
was  poorly  co-ordinated,  and  I 
could  foresee  nothing  but  heart- 
break for  him.  His  life  had  been 
full  enough  of  this  already.  I  felt. 
He  had  always  had  to  do  things  the 
hard  wav;  events  conspired  against 
him.  making  everything  he  desired 
an  uphill  struggle.  Instead  of  quit- 
ting, however,  he  always  seemed 
more  determined  to  work  even 
harder  than  before. 

With  his  running,  instead  of  the 
usual  practice  of  training  only  dur- 
ing track  season,  Greg  trained  the 
year  around.  He  severely  denied 
himself  every  food  or  activity  that 
he  felt  would  impair  his  running. 
He  spent  summers  working  for 
his  grandfather  on  his  cattle  ranch. 
After  spending  a  full,  hard  day  in 
the  hayfields,  he  would  care  for  a 
large  vegetable  garden,  which  he 
had  insisted  on  planting,  and  then 
go  for  long  runs  in  the  nearby  foot- 
hills. 

Everyone  pleaded  with  him  to 
stop  demanding  so  much  of  him- 
self, worred  about  the  rigorous 
schedule  he  set  for  himself,  but  to 
no  avail.  He  was  a  perfectionist  and 
had    decided    this    would    give    him 


the  strength  and  stamina  in  run- 
ning he  needed. 

When  he  returned  from  the 
ranch  to  begin  school,  he  didn't 
look  well  and  always  seemed  tired. 
Since  he  had  had  rheumatic  fever 
as  a  child,  we  watched  his  heart 
rather  closely.  To  allay  our  worry, 
we  had  him  undergo  a  cardiogram 
and  complete  physical  examination. 
But  all  tests  indicated  he  was  well. 
We  know  he  had  driven  himself  too 
hard  all  summer  and  supposed  this 
accounted  for  his  looking  and 
feeling  poorly. 

Cross-country  racing  began,  and 
Greg  went  on  driving  himself  un- 
mercifully. After  school  each  day 
he  would  come  home,  change  into 
old  clothes,  and  sit  on  the  kitchen 
hearth  to  chat  for  a  few  minutes 
about  how  the  day  had  gone,  while 
he  laced  up  his  heav\  hiking  boots. 
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He    ran    daily    in    the    mountains, 

wearing  those  heavy  boots  to  build 
his  strength  and  stamina.  He  joked 
about  how  good  it  seemed  in  com- 
petitive racing  to  run  in  track  shoes 
after  running  in  heavy  boots.  There 
was  more  to  running  in  the  moun- 
tains: he  loved  nature  and  depend- 
ed on  that  time  in  the  mountains 
to  replenish  his  soul  while  training 
his  body. 

This  October  afternoon  Greg 
looked  unusually  tired  and  com- 
mented on  the  soreness  in  his  up- 
per left  leg.  He  wondered  whal  he- 
had  done  to  injure  it.  However,  it 
wasn't  unusual  for  him  to  have  still 
muscles.  Runners  seem  to  have  lots 
of  these,  so  I  was  used  to  it.  But 
what  was  unusual  was  for  him  to 
allow  me  to  dissuade  him  from 
running  that  day. 

Not  many  days  later  a  race  im- 
portant to  the  school  was  scheduled. 
Though  he  admitted  wishing  he 
didn't  have  to  further  strain  his  sore 
leg,  he  insisted  on  participating. 
During  the  race,  the  leg  completely 
failed,  and  he  was  in  an  agony  of 
pain.  When  we  took  him  to  the 
doctor,  Greg  told  how  his  leg  had 
given  way  during  the  race.  The 
doctor  said  he  could  feel  a  torn 
muscle  and  further  told  him  it 
would  continue  to  be  painful:  it 
would  take  a  long  time  to  heal,  and 
it  probably  meant  that  Greg  could- 
not  run  again.  He  had  to  walk 
with  crutches. 

As  always,  Greg  reacted  with  a 
determination  to  find  a  way  through 
and  build  back  the  leg  so  he  could 
someday  run  again. 

The  doctor  had  told  him  to  come 
back  for  a  checkup.  At  school 
someone  kicked  the  crutch  as  he 
was  going  down  stairs  and  he  fell 
the  full  (light.  The  pain  was  in- 
tense, but  Greg  thought  it  would 
just  be  a  matter  of  being  careful 
and  giving  the  muscle  time  to  heal 
again,  so  he  didn't  go  back  to  the 
doctor.  He  steeled  himself  to  suf- 
fer it  through,  but  each  day  he 
looked  worse  and  he  lost  consider- 
able weight.  The  suffering  that 
spoke  from  his  eyes  and  his  wasted 
body  told  us  how  really  excruciat- 
ing his  pain  was. 


When  we  finally  returned  to  thv_ 
doctor,  we  discovered  that  Greg's 
"torn  muscle"  was  osteogenic  sar- 
coma (bone-origin  cancer).  His  left 
leg   was   amputated   near   the   hip. 

Greg  faced  the  rebuilding  of  a 
shattered  life  and  dreams.  How 
does  one  convincingly  tell  a  I  7-y car- 
old  in  December  that  there  is  a 
satisfying  life  left  for  him.  a  boy 
who  in  August  had  his  first  date 
and  danced  his  first  dance:  who  was 
just  learning  to  drive  a  car:  who 
had  just  tasted  his  first  success  in 
spurts  and  was  the  leading  conten- 
der for  the  mile  race  championship: 
who  at  long  last  could  see  life  go- 
ing his  way  after  heartbreaking 
struggles? 

Since  it  was  necessary  to  ampu 
tate  high.  Greg  was  left  with  less 
than  a  four-inch  stump  —  not 
much  to  fit  a  prosthesis.  His  legs 
were  long,  creating  a  difficult  prob- 
lem in  manipulating  an  artificial 
limb. 

It  was  some  time  before  he  found 
a  way  to  get  into  the  drivers  seat  of 
the  car.  Then  a  new  problem  loom- 
ed. Because  of  the  short  stump,  his 
artificial  limb  would  lose  it  suction 
when  he  sat  squarely.  So  he  sat 
on  one  hip.  throwing  his  spine  out 
of  line.  The  resulting  pain  left  him 
ill.  He  constantly  feared  the  pros- 
thesis would  come  loose  when  he 
was  away  from  home. 

The  doctors  advised  going  back 
to  school  and  being  among  people 
as  soon  as  possible,  but  Greg  was 
determined  not  to  return  until  he 
could  walk  well. 

Does  anyone  ever  stop  to  think 
how  complex  the  simple  procedure 
of  walking  is?  Together  we  studied 
how  one  walks.  I  walked  across  the 
room  and  he  followed,  trying  to 
imitate  a  natural  leg  swing  with 
his  artificial  limb.  Hour  after  hour, 
day  after  day.  he  practiced,  stopped 
only  by  sheer  exhaustion. 

Finally  came  the  deadline  we  had 
set  for  his  starting  school,  the  be- 
ginning of  the  spring  term.  He 
knew  everyone  was  watching.  Be- 
sides psychological  obstacles,  he 
faced  new  physical  hazards,  such  as 
school  ramps  and  stairs. 

Greg  resented  any  efforts  to  be 
treated   less   independently    than   be- 
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fore  the  Amputation.  He  didn't  want 
special  concessions,  even  though  he 
desperately  needed  them,  No  one 
will  ever  know.  I'm  sure,  the  men- 
tal torment  one  in  such  a  position 
endures.  I  believe  the  physical  pain 
is  minor  to  comparison. 

Having  to  be  driven  everywhere 
he  went,  passing  the  track  team  out 
for  practice  as  he  left  school  each 
afternoon,  and  not  being  able  to 
run  in  his  beloved  mountains  were 
a  few  of  the  thorns  that  pricked 
him. 

I  glimpsed  the  extent  of  his  frus- 
tration and  his  complete  mastery  of 
it  one  day  when  he  had  prevailed 
upon  me  to  drive  him  up  b\  his 
mountains.  The  snow  was  deep 
there,  but  without  his  prosthesis  he 
insisted  on  making  his  way  up  the 
hillside  on  one  leg  and  his  crutches. 
He  reminded  me  of  a  great  and 
noble  bird  with  broken  wings  still 
trying  to  fly.  I  wanted  to  run  up 
the  hillside  screaming,  why?  why? 
why?  But  when  he  came  back  to 
the  car.  he  calmly  brushed  the 
snow  from  his  leg  and  said.  "Shall 
we  go.  mother?"  When  we  arrived 
home,  he  shovelled  snow  from  the 
driveway  and  sidewalk. 

Greg  made  the  adjustments  as  he 
conquered  all  other  obstacles  in 
his  life.  No  one  had  thought  he 
could  possibly  do  so  well.  Not  con- 
tent with  this,  he  set  about  to  out- 
swim  and  out  wrestle  his  friends. 

At  the  time  of  his  amputation, 
we  were  told  that  his  was  a  parti- 
cularly insidious  type  of  cancer 
that  three  out  of  four  time  attacks 
the  lungs  and  is  fatal.  But  one  al- 
ways thinks  he  will  be  the  excep- 
tion. 

Greg  wasn't.  When  he  went  for 
his  three-month  X-ray  check,  the 
doctors  discovered  cancer  in  both 
his  lungs.  From  the  beginning. 
Greg  had  known  his  full  hazard. 
Now  he  knew  there  was  no  possi- 
bility for  cure,  as  it  was  not  pos- 
sible to  perform  surgery,  and  any 
treatment  could  merely  hold  the 
cancer  at  bay.  if  effective  at  all. 

Until  now  I  had  been  able  to 
build  up  his  morale,  but  now  I 
could  find  nothing  to  say.  It  was  an 
insult  to  his  honesty  and  forth- 
rightness    to    say    there    was    hope. 


when  we  both  knew  there  was  none. 
I  felt  adject  desolation. 

CJreg  said  little  in  the  ten-mile 
ride  home  from  the  doctor's  office. 
When  we  arrived  home.  Greg's  best 
friend  was  there  helping  his  small 
brother  fly  a  kite  in  the  March 
wind.  By  this  time,  the  little  brother 
had  tired  of  the  sport  and  run  off. 
leaving  the  kite.  Greg  liked  to  see 
everything  in  perfect  order,  so  he 
picked  up  the  kite  and  let  out  the 
string,  and  it  began  to  soar.  Soon 
he  sent  for  more  twine.  Higher  and 
higher  it  soared.  A  second  time  he 
sent  for  another  ball  of  twine.  By 
this  time  the  kite  was  only  a  speck, 
and  we  were  all  breathless  at  the 
dizzy  heigths  to  which  it  had  flown. 
Greg  turned  to  me  and  said,  "A 
new  high,  mother."  I  knew  he  was 
not  just  talking  about  the  kite. 

The  weekend  that  followed  was 
one  of  complete  depression.  By  Sun- 
day night  when  the  rest  of  the 
family  had  retired  and  Greg,  his 
father,  and  I  were  alone,  our  feeble 
efforts  at  cheerful  talk  finalh  bog- 
ged down  in  speechless  grief  and 
dejection.  Finally  Greg  said.  "I  can't 
go  on  like  this.  I  have  to  go  on 
planning  to  live.  There  is  always 
time  for  dying,  but  there  is'nt  al- 
ways time  for  living." 

And  Greg  went  on  "planning  for 
living".  He  had  an  exercise  set  with 
which  to  rebuild  his  muscles.  To 
the  last,  he  exercised,  however 
feebly,  his  one  leg  and  arms. 

Unlike  him.  I  was  given  a  re- 
prieve, and  my  chest  pain  proved  to 
have  been  emotionally  induced.  But 
in  the  meantime  I  was  brought  to 
a  realization  of  Greg's  true  cour- 
age. His  was  not  the  fright-incited 
courage  of  battle  heroics:  rather,  it 
was  calm,  calculated,  raw  courage. 

Yes,  I  saw  Courage.  I  saw  it  in 
Greg,  who  kept  a  calm  face  when 
I  told  him,  an  outstanding  runner, 
he  had  to  lose  his  leg.  I  saw  it 
when  he  defiantly  climbed  a  moun- 
tain, hip  deep  in  snow,  with  one 
leg.  I  saw  it  in  his  face,  again 
calm,  as  the  doctor  told  him  he 
had  only  a  few  months  before  he 
would  die  of  lung  cancer.  I  saw  it 
when  he  came  home  and.  in  the 
face  of  a  death  warrant,  flew  a  kite 
to  real  and  symbolic  new  heights. 
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I  saw  Courage,  as  Greg  lived 
nobly  up  to  the  final  moment  in 
hundreds  of  mundane  words  and 
ways,  undaunted  by  the  terrible 
pain  and  fear  I  now  know  were  his 
to  bear. 

He  dictated  to  me  a  final  entry 
for   his   journal,   which    is    its   own 

testimony: 

"Life  has  been  good  to  me.  Al- 
though I  have  man\  disappoint- 
ments, I  have  had  many,  many  satis- 
factions. One  of  the  worst  kinds 
of  torture  I  remember  is  the  men- 
tal torture  .  .  .  the  monotony  of 
staying  in  the  same  place.  Saturday. 
August  1,  my  soul  was  wrought 
up.  It  was  extremely  difficult  for 
me  to  get  a  breath,  and  1  hurt  every 
time     I     tried.     Now    a    feeling    of 


peace  has  come  over  me,  and  I  feel 
as  though  every  night  is  Sunday 
night.  (Sunday  night  was  a  special 
family  night  to  us.)  My  prayers 
have  been  answered  many  times, 
and  I  am  grateful  to  the  Lord  for 
his  many  blessings.  Somehow,  the 
mere  physical  sports,  which  I 
valued  so  highly  before,  seem  as 
nothing  compared  to  the  tasks  that 
I  will  soon  embark  upon.  I  bid  the 
reader  farewell,  wishing  the  Lord's 
blessings  upon  him.  I  have  no  feel- 
ing of  bitterness,  no  malice  of  any 
kind,  for  I  know  in  my  heart  that 
this  is  the  Lord's  will.  I  know  truly 
that  the  Lord  does  live.  And  I  know 
that  only  through  obeying  his  com- 
mandments can  we  be  happy  on 
earth." 

Yes.  I   knew  Courage.

If  you  compare  yourself  with  others, 
you  may  become  vain  or  bitter,  for  always  there  will  be 
greater  and  lesser  persons  than  yourself.  Enjoy  your 
achievements  as  well  as  your  plans. 

Keep  interested  in  your  own  career,  however  humble, 
it  is  a  real  possession  in  the  changing  fortunes  of  time. 
Exercise  caution  in  your  business  affairs,  for  the  world  is 
full  of  trickery.  But  let  this  not  blind  you  to  what  virtue 
there  is.  Many  persons  strive  for  high  ideals  and  every- 
where, life  is  full  of  heroism. 

Be  yourself.  Especially  do  not  feign  affection.  Neither 
be  cynical  about  love,  for  in  the  face  of  all  aridity  and 
disenchantment  it  is  as  perennial  as  the  grass. 

Take  kindly  the  counsel  of  the  years,  gracefully  sur- 
rendering the  things  of  youth.  Nurture  strength  of  spirit 
to  shield  you  in  sudden  misfortune,  but  do  not  distress 
yourself  with  imaginings.  Beyond  a  wholesome  discipline, 
be  gentle  with  yourself. 

You  are  a  child  of  the  Universe,  no  less  than  the 
trees  and  the  stars.  You  have  a  right  to  be  here.  Whether 
or  not  it  is  clear  to  you,  no  doubt,  the  universe  is  un- 
folding as  it  should.  Therefore,  be  at  peace  with  God, 
whatever  you  conceive  Him  to  be,  and  whatever  your 
labours  and  aspirations  in  the  noisy  confusion  of  life, 
keep  peace  with  your  soul.

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Shall  the  Youth  of  Zion  falter?

Before  1  received  my  mission  call.  I  spent  nearly  two  and  a  half  years 
at  a  non-Church  university  and  it  was  during  this  time  that  I  was  most 
thankful  for  the  testimony  I  had  of  this  Church  and  the  things  it  repre- 
sented and  taught.  If  it  hadn't  been  for  that  testimony,  as  weak  as  it  was. 
I  am  sure  I  would  have  been  directed  far  from  the  truths  of  the  Gospel. 
My  Sociology  class  had  a  goal  of  convincing  us  that  man  had  created 
religion  and  the  super-Being  as  an  excuse  for  the  things  that  man  couldn't 
explain.  My  Philosophy  Professor  used  hundreds  of  examples  to  show 
that  God  was  in  our  minds  only.  The  subject  material  of  my  English  class 
was  the  'No-God'  concept  called  Existentialism.  My  instructor  in  the 
Molecular  and  Genetic  Biology  course  taught  that  man  had  evolved  from 
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liny  chemical  beginnings  millions  of  \cars  ago.  And  even  more  convincing, 
on  their  behalf,  were  the  countless  textbooks  that  backed-up  everything 
these  teachers  proclaimed. 

Immediately,  any  rational  person  can  see  that  these  concepts  do  not 
and  cannot  coincide  with  Christian  doctrine.  Attempts  to  compromise  the 
ideas  of  science  and  religion  into  common  grounds  only  leads  to  con- 
fusion and  apathy.  Either  there  is  a  God  who  created  us  or  there  isn't.  As 
Dr.  F.  J.  Pack  puts  it.  "Truth  is  opposed  to  error,  and  error  is  opposed 
to  truth;  but  truth  never  runs  counter  to  truth."  In  the  "pure"  sense,  there 
can  be  no  conflict  between  religion  and  science.  How  come  there  is?  How 
come  so  many  thousands  of  young  people  have  turned  against  religion  and 
labelled  it  as  being  "sissy"  and  "old  fashioned"?  Why  is  it  easier  to 
accept  things  contrary  to  religious  teaching?  Why  is  there  so  much  pressure 
against  being  a  "churchie"  person  with  standards  that  prohibit  being  "of 
the  world"? 

Brothers  and  sisters,  this  day  and  age  isn't  as  new  and  unknown  as 
people  like  to  think  it  is.  For  thousands  of  years  prophets  have  seen  our 
day  and  made  declarations  of  what  would  come  to  pass  during  this  last 
dispensation.  Enoch.  Moses.  Isaiah.  Daniel.  Peter.  Paul,  Nephi.  Jacob  and 
many  others  prophesised  how  man  would  turn  away  from  God  in  the 
last  days  and  boast  of  his  own  foolish  wisdom.  With  these  predictions 
coming  true,  it  is  understandable  why  it's  so  hard  to  be  a  true  Christian 
in  this  age  of  materialism  and  an  unbelief  in  God.  Himself.  But  why? 
What  is  it  that  is  making  the  Lord's  work  so  difficult  in  these  last  days? 
What  or  who  is  making  all  the  trouble?  What  makes  it  so  convenient  for 
youth  to  "dump"  religion  altogether?  Who  is  behind  it  all? 

God  has  given  us  the  answer  through  his  mouthpieces.  One  such 
prophet  gave  us  the  answer  two  thousand,  five  hundred  years  ago  when 
he  said: 

O  that  cunning  plan  of  the  evil  one!  O  the  vainness  and  the  frailties 
and  the  foolishness  of  men!  When  they  are  learned  they  think  they 
are  wise,  and  they  hearken  not  unto  the  counsel  of  God.  for  they 
set  it  aside,  supposing  they  know  of  themselves,  wherefore,  their 
wisdom  is  foolishness  and  it  profiteth  them  not.  And  thev  shall 
perish.  (2  Nephi' 9  :  28) 

The  evil  one  is  none  other  than  Satan;  a  living  individual,  tremendous  in 
power  who  has  as  his  goal  keeping  people  away  from  truth,  and  conse- 
quently out  of  the  Celestial  Kingdom.  Satan  has  fought  God  from  the 
beginning  and  will  continue  to  do  so  until  the  God  of  the  Universe 
silences  him  forever.  But  until  that  day,  Satan  and  his  hosts  will  rage  war 
against  the  forces  of  good  and  use  every  conceivable  method  to  camouflage 
the  ways  of  God  and  the  eternal  truths  which  God  has  so  merifully  placed 
in  his  Church.  That  is  why  it  seems  so  out  of  place  to  be  a  religious 
person.  That  is  why  so  many  churches  teach  so  many  different  doctrines. 
That  is  why  the  scientific  theories  which  scoff  at  religion  seem  so  plausible, 
and  why  they  appear  to  be  established  by  unquestionable  evidence.  That 
is  why  the  world  seems  to  be  so  wicked  and  why  the  true  Kingdom  of 
God  is  in  such  a  minority.  That's  why  the  Bible  warns  us  that  there  will 
be  few  who  find  that  straight  and  narrow  way  which  leads  to  the  Kingdom 
of  God  for  eternities. 

Why  is  Satan  having  so  much  success?  I  can  think  of  several  reasons, 
beginning  with  the  fact  that  he  is  not  hindered  with  a  veil  of  forgetfulness. 
Satan  knows  fully  well  the  promises  we  made  in  the  pre-existence.  He  has 
had  thousands  of  years  of  experimenting  with  various  temptations  and 
is  using  this  experience  to  its  fullest  extent.  He  has  had  tremendous 
successes  in  the  past;  he  won  a  third  of  the  hosts  of  heaven,  he  was  there 
in  the  Garden,  he  was  there  at  the  flood,  he  was  there  to  destroy  countless 
prophets,  he  was  there  to  tempt  and  crucify  the  Saviour,  he  was  there  with 
Pharoah  and  his  magicians,  he  was  there  when  the  fourteen  year  old 
Joseph  Smith  ushered  in  the  last  phase  of  his  earth's  life  and  he  is  every- 
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where  even  today.  Satan  has  an  army  under  his  command  which  is  man\ 
times  the  number  of  people  on  the  earth  at  one  time,  and  his  following 
needs  no  rest  or  sleep,  requires  no  food  nor  water  and  have  no  physical 
restrictions.  Satan  realizes  that  his  time  is  near  and  his  inevitable  fate  will 
soon  be  pronounced,  and  therefore  is  putting  all  of  his  efforts  into  his 
last  mighty  stand.  The  father  of  lies  has  a  cunning  plan  which  is  aimed 
directly  at  the  youth.  "The  youth  of  the  world  toda\  are  the  leaders  of 
the  world  tomorrow." 

President  David  O.  McKay  said.  "Temptations  upon  young  people 
were  never  stronger  than  they  are  today!"  As  young  people,  we've  been  hit 
blow  after  blow  by  the  forces  of  evil  and  it's  about  time  we  started 
lighting  back.  This  is  a  real  war  and  we  are  all  enlisted  in  the  Royal  Arm\ 
of  God  until  the  conflict  is  over.  We  have  to  begin  living  up  to  the 
expectations  that  our  Ciod  has  in  us.  There  is  a  reason  why  we  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Church.  Paul  H.  Dunn  tells  us  that  the  reason  we  weren't  born 
hundreds  or  even  thousands  of  years  ago.  or  why  we  weren't  born  in  an 
area  of  the  world  which  is  closed  to  the  restored  Gospel  is  that  the  Lord 
wants  us  here.  He  used  us  once  in  the  pre-existence  to  conquer  Satan  and 
now  it's  time  to  do  it  again,  and  the  Lord  tells  us  exactly  how  to  go  about 
it:  "Wherefore,  lift  up  your  hearts  and  rejoice,  and  gird  up  your  lomv 
and  take  upon  you  m\  whole  armour,  that  we  may  be  able  to  withstand 
the  evil  day  .  .  .  Stand,  therefore,  having  your  loins  girt  about  with  truth, 
having  on  the  breast-plate  of  righteousness,  and  your  feet  shod  with  the 
preparation  of  the  gospel  of  peace  .  .  .  taking  the  shield  of  faith  wherewith 
we  shall  be  able  to  quench  all  the  fiery  darts  of  the  wicked;  and  take  the 
helmet  of  salvation,  and  the  sword  of  my  spirit  and  be  faithful  until  I 
come."     (D&C  27  :  15-  IS) 

Satan  works  his  troops  overtime  in  fighting  against  the  \outh.

"were  my  parents  deceived,  was  Joseph  Smith  really  all  they  claim  he 
was.  is  this  actually  the  true  restored  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ?"

For  many  years  I  asked  myself  what  a  real 
testimony  was  and  how  I  could  get  one.  recognize  it  and  keep  it.  The 
formula  is  right  in  the  scriptures  and  it  works.  Read  these  four  passages 
tonight  and  then  give  it  a  try.  I  can  promise  you  that  it  will  work  because 
the  Lord  promises  you  they'll  work.  Besides.  I  tried  it  myself  and  I 
challenge  investigators  to  do  the  same  everv  dav.  John:  7  :  16-  17.  Moroni 
10:4-5,   D&C  9:8-9.  Alma   32  :  26  -  27.   Prove   it   to   \ourself. 

After  your  testimony  creeps  into  existence,  then  the  fun  begins. 
Living  the  gospel  the  best  you  can  every  day.  Improve  and  perfect  each 
day  and  begin  the  eternal  growth,  which  is  our  blessing  and  obligation, 
leading  us  to  the  thrones  of  Godhood.  Share  that  testimony  with  every- 
one, everywhere,  everyday  and  watch  the  Kingdom  of  God  grow.  We 
have  to  use  Jesus  Christ  as  our  commanding  officer.  We  can't  lose:  we 
won't  lose  if  we  follow  orders.
